‘Miss Madelyn Chaffee has just re- 
ceived a letter from Howard Lee and 
as he relates of his experiences, the 
letter will be of interest to Howard's

U. S. S. Arkansas, Nov. 24, 1918 

Dear Madelyn; — Received your long 
looked for letter yesterday, I have 
been on a ten day leave and just 
got back last night. I and two other 
fellows out of this division went to 
Edinburgh and London We sure 
had some time, too Went through 
the Westminster Abbey in london 
and a lot of other places. We also 
went through the old Hdinburgh Cas 
tle Perhaps you have heard of it. 
Queen Mary used to live there. When 
we got to London they were celebrat 
ing, it being only a couple of days 
after the armistice was signed, so 
we helped them celebrate. 1 hardly 
closed my eyes all the time t was 
there By the way, Madelyn, now 
that peace has been signed, they 
have quit censoring mail, so T can 
tell you where | am IT am at the 
Arkansas and four other of our 
best battleships are anchored at Firth 
of Forth, Scotland as a unit of the 
iSixth Battle Squadron of the Grand 
Fleet You look on the map for 
Firth of Forth, Seotland, and = then 
look out in the North Sea and you 
will see some little islands Those 
are the Orkney Islands, That is one 
of our bases When we first came 
over, that was the firat place we hit, 
coaled ship and started for here. 
About half way we got in a fight with 
three subs; they fired two torpedoes 
at us, but we did some speedy ma- 
neuvering and they both missed, One 
came in a few yards of our astern, | 
thought we got one of them but am 
not certain, They found it too hot 
on top so they submerged. We went 
out and brought in the German fleet 
the other day, They didn’t have a 
word to say. We were hoping they 
had a little fight left in them, but 
they were as peaceful aa loons, Well, 
Pegey, I. will close for this time aa I

N a statement received at Pacific Division headquarters from 
the Red Cross War Council, a review of the Red Cross fiscal 
year is given as follows: 

It cost the American Red Cross but two cents of each 
dollar of the millions appropriated to operate the administrative 
bureaus in the United States which took a vital part in the manage- 
ment of the greatest relief program the world had ever known, For 
each dollar contributed by the American people for war relief work 
more than one dollar and one cent is expended for that purpose, 
the extra cent being provided by interest on the funds. These are 
two of the striking statements in the annual financial report of the 
Red Cross covering the fiscal year ending June 30, 1918. 

All the expenses of operating the national and divisional head- 
quarters of the organization whose sheltering arm has embraced a 
large part of the earth in the last eighteen months come from a 
fund provided by membership dues, the war fund not being drawn 
upon for any but relief expenditures. The total management ex- 
pense of the organization for the fiscal year was $2,164,865. 

Included in this total was the amount necessary to maintain 
the organization at national headquarters in Washington, the heart 
and brain of the Red Cross, and the fourteen divisional headquar- 
ters, the arteries of the organization running through continenta! 
and territorial United States. 

The above total expenditure for the administrative bureaus at 
headquarters was divided as follows: ; 

War Council staff, which includes advisory committees and 
clerical forces reporting to the war council, the latter body direct- 
ing all Red Cross activities, $58,537 ; 

General manager’s office, $111,640; 

Department of development, which directs the money raising 
and membership campaigns and the work of the chapter organiza- 
tions, $197,126; 

Department of printing including costs of priting, postage, 
~-ete., $197,712; 

Department of accounts, $76,222; 

Office of treasurer, $22,348 ; 

Office of seeretary, $17,980 ; 

Bureau of standards, $36,329 ; 

Department of foreign relief, $5,685; 

Bureau of eables, $3,463 ; 

Bureau of insurance, $940; 

Administrative supplies, $40,816; 

Operation of buildings and grounds, $92,058 ; 

All the foregoing items refer to the national headquarters or- 
ganization. The expenditure for maintaining the fourteen divis- 
ional headquarters was $1,303,910. 

At the time the report was compiled there were 8,512 persons 
employed in various capacities at national, divisional and the dif- 
ferent foreign headquarters of the organization, close to 2,000 of 
this number being volunteer workers. More than 3,500 workers 
are employed overseas. 

In commenting on the volunteer labor of the 8,000,000 women 
-workers in Red Cross chapters, report calls attention to the fact 
that the American Red Cross has been conducting one of the largest 
merchandising businesses in the world. During the years, its sup- 
plies bureaus at various points of essential relief supplies aggre- 
gated $20,000,000. These bureaus also purchased relief supplies 
valued at $2,300,000 for use in the training camps of this’ country, 
and materials that cost $12,500,000 for shipment to Red Cross com- 
missions overseas.

AMERICA’S CIVILIAN ARMY 


Before the war began the United | 


States government employed approxi- 
mately 500,000 persons in the civil 
branch. After Uncle ‘Sam cast his 
lot definitely with the Allies the great 
army of workers behind the fighting 
forces grew by tens of thousands un- 
til it numbered almost a million men 
and women. The force of civilian 
employees of the government in the 
District of Cotumbia increased from 
about 35,000 to approximately 95,000. 
The forces in navy yards increased 
from about 20,000 to more than 100,- 
000, and in government ‘ordnance 
plants from 10,000 to about 50,000. 

During the nineteen months of 
American participation in the con- 
flict the United States civil service 
commission, whose duty it was to re- 
cruit the civil service to meet war 
needs, examined almost a million per- 
sons, more than 400,000 of whom were 
appointed. 


The commission found it neces- 


sary to advertise extensively to mob:- | 


ilize the workers. Three thousand 
local boards of civil service exam- 
iners and 8000 postmasters at third 
class postoffices in the smaller towns 
constantly kept the announcements 
of the commission before their re- 
spective communities. More’ than 
5,000,000 posters and other printed 
announcements were distributed and 
displayed; lantern slides were thrown

Just at. present a number of things 
|are happening in our company. We 
received orders from Washington to 
divide the present. company into 
two equal parts. One part (consist- 
ling of two officers and 50 men) to be 
the ordnance armament company, 
| which will be fer the purpose of 
{preparing all ordnance equipment 
and will cease to have anything to 
do with the supply of material. The 
lother part will be transferred to the 
;general staff, which is a new branch 
lto be formed and will take in all 
supply functions of the ordnance, 
medical quartermaster, engineer and 
signal corps. The change takes place 
| tomorrow. The captain and first 
lieutenant remain in the ordnance 
armament company and they picked 
50 men they wanted to keep in their 
company. I was lucky enough to be 
one of the men the captain wanted, 
so I will be in the orénance arma- 
ment company. Everything is rear- 
ranged and new positions given out. 
I still remain in the office and am 
to hold down next to the highest 
|position. First comes chief clerk, 
which is taken by a man who work- 
led for a long while in the Washing- 
ton office. Next comes the arma- 
ment record clerk, who is myself. I 
have a stenographer, so all I need 
/to do is to see that the work is done 
Laieet Nothing like making people 
|think you are capable anyway. 





Also I must not forget to tell you 
| that I now wear three stripes on 
imy arm. I was made sergeant to- 
night at retreat. That is quite a 
jump from private to sergeant which 
is nearly the highest rank below a 
commissioned officer. I will now 
draw $44 per month instead of $39. 
I thought all promotions were Can- 
celled, but this special order came 
through from Washington. I had 
been in for promotion since Octo- 
ber 1st but only for corporal. 

I want to call Dad’s attention to 
the fact that before it gets very cold 
ithere, he had better get some anti- 
freezing solution to put in the Ford. 
Wood or denatured alcohol is good 
to use. If the water freezes in the 
‘pipes and cylinders they are apt to 
break like that old engine I had in 
Upland. I am sending one of those 
Ford manuals which I found lying 
around here. I read it through and 
found several things it was well to 
know. If you haven’t already ob- 
tained one of these little books it 
will be well to read this one over. 
I would like to be able to drive the 
Ford to Roseburg again, but I do 
get to drive a Ford here quite of- 
\ten. I drove the captain’s Ford up 
to church this morning. We have 
two Fords in our company.
